Enters Her Ports. 


Secretary Tracy Admits That the 


Charleston Is Ordered to Take 
the Itata if She Has 
to Fight.

SAN DieGo, May 12.—[Special.] It 
is learned that the Itata’s intention 
was to transfer the arms, etc., got from 
the Robert and Minnie at Socorro 
Island, south of Cape San Lucas in 
long. 110° W. and lat. 20° N. 
The Esmeralda was to meet the Itata 
there und receive the arms and sup- 
plies, and it was expected the Itata 
would reach that point on Sunday 
evening. 


It is also learned that another 


vessel intended coming here soon 
for supplies, but it is not known 
now whether the intention will be car- 
ried out. 


The [tata receieved 584 tons of coal 


here, and makes fourteen knots on 
thirty tons per day. 


PASSED THE CIIARLESTON. 
’ The steamer Crescent City plying to 


Cerros Island mining company, 
arrived this evening. She passed the 
Charleston at 6 o’clock Monday even- 
ing about eighty miles south of here. 
At that rate the Churleston had been 
making about eighteen knots an hour. 
The Charleston bore down upon the 
Crescent City till the latter ran up and 
dipped her flag, and the former then 
stood on her course. 


San May 12.—Passengers on 


the steamer Crescent City say that 
when about ten miles below Ensenada 
last night the cruiser Charleston was 
sighted far out to sea. As soon as the 
ofticers on the warship caught sight of 
the Crescent City they changed their 
coursé aud made straight for her, As 
soon as the cruiser approached, the 
Crescent City raised the American flag 
and saluted. ‘The Charleston imme- 
diately turned at right angles and 
pleamedtaway to the southeast, and 
soon disappeared beyond the horizon.

THE CHARLESTON’S ORDERS. 
Secretary Tracy Says She Must 
T 


ake the Itata. 
BINGHAMTON (N. Y.,) May 12.—I|By 


the Associated Press,| Secretary Tracy 
is in this city. In an interview with a 
Republican reporter tonight he talked 
about the Itata_ incident. He scouted 
the idea that the Charleston is inferior 
tothe Esmeralda. It was true the 
Esmeralda carried two 9-inch guns, 
while the Coarieston’s heaviest guns 
were only 8-inch, but the latter had a 
larger number of 6-inch guns, while 
her armor was four inches thick and 
the Esmeralda’s only one and one-balf 
inches. ‘The Charleston was accord- 
ingly fully able to cope with the Es- 
meralda as were the two other United 
States cruisers now in the Pacific. 


Thesecretary stated definitely. that 


the Charleston has orders to capture 
the Itata wherever she may be found 
upon the high seas. He did not antic- 
ate a fight, but in case of resistance 


e United States cruiser would carry 


out her orders at all nazards. He was 
not at liberty to state the exact text of 
the cipber dispateh sent to the Char- 
leston; neither would he say definitely 
whether tho cruiser San Francisco, 
now in Chilean waters, has been or- 
dered to intercept the Itata. 


AT WASHINGTON. 


Awaiting Further News—The Inter- 


national Aspsct. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—{By the As- 


sociated Press.}| Up to the close of 
business hours no news was received 
atthe Navy Department of the move- 
ments of the Charlestou. The Itata 
started from San Diego last Wednes- 
day evening, six days ago. If pushed 
to her bighest speed she must be 
nearly out of coal. She must put into 
port somewhere to replenish her bunk- 
-ers. Tne Charleston is also probably 
nearly out of coal, and news from one 
or the other vessel may be expected 
very soon. 


Some comment was caused among 


State Departmeut people by the tele- 
graphed statement that the Chilean 
insurgent cruiser Esmeralda is now at 
Acapulco. ‘The fact that her presence 
inthe port is tolerated is regarded 
here by some officers as a quasi recog- 
nition by the Mexican gov ernment of.

MEXICO'S POSITION. 


Her -Probable Course if the Itata 
Enters Her Ports. 

SAN FrRANcIscO, May 12.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Tho Call tonight 
interviewed Consul-General A, K. 
Coney, stationed ia this port, in re- 
gard to the action of the Mexican 
authorities if the Itata puts into 
Acapulco. 


“Of course,’ said Coney, “the 
Charleston can ‘only blockade her while 
in a@ Mexican port, but the Mexican. 
officers may themselves sieze her. She 
has no clearance papers that 1 know of, 
certainly none from me, and that fact 
would lead to her detention and the 
infliction of a penalty. Then she is 
reported to bave arms aboard,. and 
a special permit is required 
before such merchandise can be 
brought into the country. I have no 
doubt she will be seized on that 
ground. The result of that seizure 
would be the institution of condemia- 
tion proceedings, but after that there 
is no saying how the incident would 
terminate. It would, no doubt, be- 
come an international affair and 
would be settled, of course, by rep- 
resentatives of the interested govern- 
ments.”’ 

A KNOTTY QUESTION. 

“Do you think your government, 
after seizing the Itata, would turn her 
over to the Charleston as an Act of 
friendship to the United States?”’ 

**Well, no,” said the consul laughing. 
“Mexico is very friendly to this Gov. 
ernment, but she is al@overy friendly 
to the established government of Chile, 
and would do no act as a matter of 
friendship for one which would 
inflict wrong upon another. She is

TRUMBULL ARRESTED. 


The Chilean Emissary in Custody at. 
San Francisco. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Ricardo Trumbull, 
member of the Chilean congress and 
partisan of the insurgent party, was 
arrested last night by the United States 
Marshal for violating the neutrality 
laws in connection with the shipment 
of arms and munitions of war on the. 
schooner Robert and Minnie, and on 
the steamer Itata. His bond was fixed 
at $15,000 and was furnished with Jolin 
and Adolpk Spreckels as suretiés. 

Trumbull was arrested on board the 
Oakland ferry boat, and was on his.

He 
was at-once taken to United States 
Marshal Long’s oflice in this city and 
made acquainted with the charges 
against him..

The insult to the 
United States Government is one, too, 
that. must be measured by the charac- 
ter of the offender. The Itata is nota 
national vessel, so that we cannot get 
satisfaction of any recognized govern- 
ment. Itis the-property of some bel- 
ligerent insurgents, who may or may 
not be hereafter in a position that will 
it possible to respond to a de- 
man 


“In the meantime there is nothing 


todo but to find the Itata if possible 
and recapture her. There is nothing 
burning in the question, although it is 
annoying to realize that we haven’t 
sufficient police force to hold whatever 
prisoners we take.’ 


The New York adic says; “A 


surfeit of diplomatic complications is 
on our hands just now. Close after 
the Jacques affair at Florence came 


the evasion of the Itata in escaping 
from ‘our custody in the harbor of San 


Diego by carrying away with her the 
Deputy Marshal who was in charge of 


the vessel on behalf of the United 


States. 


‘**The act is practically one of piracy 
and in flagrant disregard of the inter- 
national code. The boat was prop- 
erly in our custody, for we have cause 
to believe that the international law 
was violated, ahd the offcial board 
represented the United States as fully 
in right,. if not pbysical force, as a 
prize crew would have done. 

‘The Presidential Government of 
Chile, with which we maintain diplo- 
matic relations, is the only, one 
we have to consider in this affair. 
The Congressional insurgents have not 


yet received recognition as belligerents. 


Chile and the United States have a 
common interest anda common duty 
in the recovery of the escaped veesel. 

‘**It devolves upon us to punish the 


outrage against our flag, and upon 
Chile to make good its own authority 
over the Chileans by promoting the 
restitution of the stolen property. The 
return of the steamer to our jurisdic- 
tion inthe port of San. Diego is the 
first duty to be performed. 


‘“‘Had the Alabama or the Florida 


been seized by the british authorities, 
and then sailed from an English port, 
carrying as captive a, Queen’s officer 
who had been put in charge, the 
evasion of Englaud’s authority would 
have been similar to the escape of the 
Itata from our own. ‘In such an event 
it is certain that England would have 
been “swift to che fugitive.” 
Common right, international duty and 
vindication of the power and dignity 
of the United States call for the seiz- 
ure of the Itata wherever found.”’

THE DISGRACED PASTOR 


Rey. Dr. Ellis’s Very Disa- 
greeable Position. 


HIS CHURCH TOTALLY RUINED 


ThoMinister Not Permitted to Han- 
die the Offerings of the Dimin- . 
ished Congregation — A 
Mempber’s Opinion, 


There is no question but what Rev. John 
W. Ellis is*rapidly nearing the end of his 
tether, Hehas been virtually repudiated 
by his congregation, and the opinion ef the 
members is that his resignation must be 
had or the church will have to close its 
doors. ‘I'he matter will probably come toa 
crisis tonight. ‘The San Francisco ixami- 
ner of Monday gives the following account 
of last Sunday’s services in the Central 
Presbyterian Church: 

DR. ELLIS AND HIS FLOCK. 

The Central Presbyterian church is in a 
bud way generally. lt is in debt $27,000, 
and the congregation is divided. ‘The pas- 
tor, Rev. John W. Ellis, is charged with 
being the cause of all the trouble. A week 
or two ago, Dr. Ellis was tried before. the 
presbytery of San Francisco and tound 

uilty of having misappropriated the funds 

rrowed for. the _— of repairing the 
church. Many of the congregation believe 
that the verdict of the presbytery was just, 
and that their pastor is unfit to hold the 
place which he occupies. There are others, 
however, who cling to him and regard bim 
as a persecuted man, 

For two Sundays the pulpit was occupied 
by strange ministers, but a week 0 sev- 
eral of the elders requested Dr. Eliis to re- 
turn and preach until his appeal from the 
judgmont of the presbytery to the 
synod ot the Pacific wasdecidea. He com- 
plied with the requestand preached on Sun- 
day, a week ago, and yesterday. ‘The at- 
tendance on both occasions wes small. ‘Two 
of the most prominent tmemberse of the 
ot the board of trustees, aad Hugh Frazer, 
treasurer of the ehureh—did not appear, and 
many less prominent sought other churches. 
Yesterday but seventy-three persons occu- 
pied seatsin the big building. Of these 
twenty were members of the church, the 
rest being strangers. The usual number 
who attended worship previous to the scap- 
dal was between 150and 200. The offerings 
feil off in proportion, scarcely enough be- 
ing realized in the morning to pay expenses 
of opening the church, and in the evening 
certainly not enough to pay for the gas. As 
small as the amount was, however, the 
tor was not permitted to handle it. The 
trifle was gathered up by an officer of the 
church atid taken off to Treasurer Frazer. 

Dr. Ellis realizes the disagreeable posi- 
tion he occupies thoroughly. hen spoken 
to concernip the absence of the Huf- 
schmidt and Frazer families, he said: 

*[T understand their motives thoroughly, 
but I bear them no ill will,’’ 
‘Do they remove the offerings now and 
take them to the treasurer?” 
, “Yes,”’ sald Dr. Ellis with a smile, “they 
do. It does not umount to much, 1’m sorry 
to say, yet they take it right away.”’ 
Iu preaching on church affairs last night 
the minister called attention to the meeting 
of the congregation called for next Wednes- 
day evening, when it is expected the fate of 
the Central church and Dr, Ellis will be 
settled. He took as his text Puul’s words 
to the Romans: 
“if possible, if it lieth in you, live peace- 
with all men.’ 

© charged thatthe interference of out- 
side ministers had forced the church into 
the, sad position it occupied and himself into 
a terrible ordeal which had not yet been 
brought toanend. He thanked those who 
had stood by him and by their prayers and 
infinenhee given him the courage to fight his 
enemies, He said that the origin of the 
trouble was the decision of the congrega- 


-tion.to go over.in body to the. First..Pres..| Limo 


byterian church, This roused feeling in 
Calvary, which church also wanted the Cen- 
traito join with them and relocate the 
chureh edifice. With tears glistening in 
his eyes be continued: 

*] have fought the battle with a calm ex- 
terior, but it caused a broken heart. The 
stain and the sting have affected me more 
than apy one will ever know.”’ He then ar- 
raigned vy esbytery, claiming that it was 
only to save itself that that body had found 
him guilty. 

**You can look for no help from the pres- 
bytery in your trouble,” hesaid, ‘You 
must find your own way outot the diffi- 
culty. You can sell the property and relo- 
cate elsewhere or youcan join with some 
other church or some other denomination.”’ 

After the service man 4 of the congrega- 
tion shook his hand and wished him all 
success. 

‘In his sermon Ellis did not tell all that 
would occur on Wednesday night, although 
by his final appeal be showed that he was 
fully aware ot what was to be brought up. 
An effort will be made to secure a request 
from the congregation for his resignation. 
If it is successful] Dr, Ellis will retire and 
a new minister will be called. Should the 
congregation decline to ask for the resigna- 
tion he will continue to hold. ‘This will 
force the retiroment of many members of 
the church. 

lf it is decided to consolidate with some 
other Presbyterian church, for instance, the 
First, of which Dr. McKenzie is pastor, Dr. 
Ellis must go anyhow, as no minister could 
act with him in view of the judgment of 
the presbytery. 

A member of the church said last night: 
“We must get rid of Dr. Ellis if we are to 
exist asachurch. Our best members de- 
cline to listen to him, nit 10. he is a hy 
ocrite and totally unfit to fill the puiptt. 
Our congregation has run down to almost 
nothing. Some people come out of curiosity 
to hear him preach, but they will fall off 
soon, ‘There is no doubt that his resignation 
= be had or the church must close its 

oors.”’

WAR DEPARTMENT CHANGES, 


As mentioned in Toe Times yester- 
day, Washington specials to various 
newspapers of the country have of late 
conveyed reports of the plans of the 
Secretary of War to make new mill- 
tary geography. It is generally be- 
lieved in army circles that this if one 
of the important matters open ior the 
consideration of the President on his 
return to Washington. 

This proposed change in the adminis- 
tration of our army affairs is serjously 
opposed by many of the leading offi- 
cers of the army, while others, appar- 
ently in official favor, urge it with all 
the force of favorites. 

The divisions and departments that 
Secretary Proctor found in existence 
when he came into office were the crea- 
tions of military men of the highest 
repute and great experience—the great 
soldiers of our greatest war—Grant 
and Sherman. 

Gen. Grant, after peace had been 
restored, with the approval of Gen. 
Sherman, made our present military 
geography, so it was not a ‘‘war meas- 
uré,”’ but the one in their judgment 
best fitted to meet all the possibilities 
of the future. In the judgment of all 
of the illustrious soldiers who have fol- 
lowed them, it was wisely and well 
made, 

Naturally the officers of the army 
view with concern the propesition to 
destroy the work of these great sol- 
diers. Even the’ high authority of 
Congress has in more than one instance 
recognized the wisdom of the organi- 
zations, and in the spirit, if not in the 
letter of the law, deciared them per- 
manent. Officers well claim that the 
expedioents of today should not be ar- 
rayed against the needs or even the 
possible needs of the future. It is 
against these possi bilities that the peo- 
ple desire a thoroughly efficient mili- 
tary establishment. Anything less is 
not wanted.

COMMERCIAL FLORICULTURE. 


Floriculture is an industry specially 
adapted to California. The rarest and 
most delicate flowers, which in the 
East areonly raised under glass, here 
flourish in the open air, almost grow- 
ing wild. The geranium, the fuchsia. 
the heliotrops and the rose attain to 
the size and dignity of trees and the 
floral display continues frém January 
‘to December. 

As an industry, floriculture has been 
for the first time made a subject of 
census investigation. A bulletin just 
issued on the subject shows that while 
floriculture has been carried onasa 
business in-this country for upward of 
one hundred years, it is only within 
the past twenty-five years that it has 
assumed large proportions. Out ofa 
total of 4659 establishments 2795 were 
started between 1870 and 1890, and 
of these 1898 between 1880 and 1890. 
There are 312 commercial floriculture 
establishments owned aud managed by 
women. These 4659 establishments 
had in use in the census year 38,823,- 
247 square feet of glass, covering a 
space of more than 891 acres of ground. 
The establishments, including fixtures 
and heating apparatus, were valued at 
$38 ,355,722,43; tools and implements, 
$1,587,693.93, and gave employment to 
16,847 men and 1958 women, who 
earnedjin.the year $8,483,657. Fuel for 
heating cost $1,160,152.66. The prod- 
ucts forthe year were 49,056,263 rose 
bushes, 88,380,872 hardy plants and‘ 
shrubs, while all other plants amounted 
to 152,835,292, reaching a total value of" 
$12,036,477.76 for plants. Cut flowers 
brought an additional iucome of -$14,- 
175,328.01.

California ranks fairly 
well, with 423 acres of land oulti- 
vated. in flowers, out of the to- 
tal of 12,161. Of these 423 
acres, 610,622 square feet, are under 
glass. The number of men and women 
employed in the industry in California 
is only exceeded in four States. A ta- 
ble gives the amount paid for adver- 
tising by florists in the United States, 
which amounted to the large sum of 
$1,161,168, to which California only 
amount of 
$3550. From thisit would seem that 
California florists do not, as a rule, be- 
lieve in advertising. The wholesale 
catalogues issued aggregated 3,425,600, 
and the retail catalogues 17,630,094. 
California’s ‘cut-flower sales only 
amounted to $150,000 in value, or about 
one per cent of the total. This is a 
business which is*capable of great de- 
velopment with us. For instance, 
orange blossoms sell at high prices in 
the eastern cities. A Pomona orange- 
grower recently sent a box of blossoms 
to a Cincinnati florist, for which he re- 
ceived $25. Atthis rate the blossoms 
would pay much better than the fruit.

CHARGED THE TIPS 


Supreme Court Justices in a 
Bad Light. 


Their Accounts Overhauled by the 
Board of Examiners. 


Fees Paid to Sleeping-car Portors Not 
a Charge on the State. 


Other Coast Dispatches — Heavy 
Damages ina Breach.~of-prom- 
ise Case—Waterman’s WIil 

Arizona Election.

SACRAMENTO, May 12.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| A controversy has 
arisen between the State Board of Ex- 
aminers, consisting of the Governor, 
Secretary of State, and Attorney Gen- 
eral, and the Supreme Court Justices 
and officers. The examiners have 
questioned bills sent in by the Supreme 
Court for the late trip to Los Angeles. 
Chief Justice Beatty’s and Justice Pat- 
terson’s bills were cut down 50 cents 
each, Justice Harrison’s $4, Justice 
Sharpstein’s $2, and those of the court 
attachés from 50 cents to $2. 

Secretary of State Waite, by whose 
authority tbe reductions were made, 
stated to a Bee reporter that the 
Board of Examiners was responsible. 
There are 240 State officers, and some 
check had to be placed upon them in 
the matter of expenses, or the Board 
of Examiners might as well be abol- 
ished. 

He did not believe in even the Su- 
preme Court’s justices charging ‘‘tips”’ 
given to the Pacific car porters, to the 
State, and he did not think it right 
that secretaries, or clerks, or bailiffs of 
even the Supreme Court should, in 
traveling, engage anentire section of 
aslceeping car. 

In further proof that there must be 
some safeguard in such matters, Mr. 
Waite said that a few weeks agoa 
State official had charged for *‘Three 
decks of playing cards and ker 
chips.”” The board excluded the item. 
Another official had charged for ser- 
vices for himself and assistant in Sac- 
ramento, and it bad developed that 
the “‘services” had consisted of the 
officials efforts to have lobbied through 
the Legislature an increased appropri- 
ation for hisown benefit. He refused 
to even give the namo of his assistant, 
and his claim was knockged out. In 
still another instance it was ascertained

‘Trial of Ramon Vejar for 
Cattle Stealing, — 


TESTIMONY FOR’ THE PEOPLE 


The Leonis Will Contest Still in Prog- 
Before Judge Clark— 
General Court Notes—_ 

New Cases.

In Department Six of the Superior Court, 
yesterday morning, the trial of thé case 
against Ramon Vejar, charged with grand 
larceny, was Commenced before Judge Lu- 
cien Shaw and a jury. 

The defendant was represented by John 


ney B. W.’Diehl appeared for the prosecu- 
tion. 


‘The first witness called was the complain- 
ant, H. W. Keller, the proprietor of the 
Malibu ranch, some ten miles north of 
Santa Monier. He testified thatthere were 
over 1000 head of.cattie on the ranch, some 
of which beionged to the Sentous Bros., and 
somne to himselt. Friday, March 6. last, one 
of his sheep-herders named Jo#e Davin told 
him that he had seen two men on horseback |, 
driving fifteen head of cattle over a ridge in 
the direction of the defendant’scabin, which 
is ioCaled ina small cafiun, On Sunday, 
two days later, one of the witness’ vaqueros, 
Francisco Ruiz, followed the trail of the 
catile, which was very plain, as the ground 
had been wet and soft only a few days be- 
fore, over the ridge and up to Vejar’s cabin. 
He then returned to the Aaibu ranch and 
reported what he hid seen to, the witness, 
who, on the followimg day, Monday, accom- 
panied Ruiz and Deputy Sheriff Max Bar- 
retto over the trail. On arrivai at the de- 
fendant’s cabin they determined in the ab- 
sense of Vejarto make an investigation. 
A pool of bluod in front of the house indi- 
cated that an animal had recently bean killed 
there, and by digging up a mound of freshly 
turped soil, they unearthed the entrails of a 
cow. Inside the house they found some 
frash beef hung up on a string to dry. 
With this evidence to base their suspicions 
on, the trio next started outto bunt Vejar 
up, but missed him. Finally, however, 
they returned to his cabin and found him 
there hanging up some more meat. After 
some conversation about the matter, Vejar 
admitted that he had killed a yeariting, and 
produced the hide of ared and white heifer 
from under his bed. He claimed, however, 
that it belonged to him, but was unable to 
explain why the brand had been cut out of 
the hide, or where the head was. He sup- | 
posed the dogs had carried off the head up 
the ravine. Search was made. for the 
inissing head in order to find the ear marks. 
out it could not be found. Vejar was then_ 
placed under arrest, and escorted to Santa 
Monica, and while on the way, he again

BOY ROBBERS 


A REGULARLY ORGANIZED BAND 
IN THE CITY. 


Eightor Ten Arrests by the Police 
Yesterday — The Youngsters 
Own Up, and Tell What 
They Have Stolen. 


The police yesterday made the rather 
startling discovery that there is in this city 
anergavized band of robbers, numbering 
thirty or forty members, who bave been 
committing depredations for some weeks 
past. The members of this “robber bana” 
range from 8 to 14 years of age, and while 
the individual robberies have been small, 
the aggregate foots up quite a respectable 
amount, and the little scamps have caused 
no end of trouble. From their own confes- 
sions, they have been in the habit of “swip- 
ing’ anything that they could earry off,” 
froma stray chicken to a lawn mower, 
which were disposed of for what they could 
get, to second-hand dealers and Chinamen, 
and the proceeds “blown in’ in riotous liy- 
ing, going to the theater, etc.

He said that there was a 
regularly organized band, of boys mustly 
living on all and Fifth streets, and 
in that immediate neighborhood, who had 
for some time past been stealing small arti- 
cles to get money to buy cigarettes, go to 
the theater, and purchase such otber things 
as they might want. All of the boys, he 
said, lived at bome with their parents, and 
he gave their names ard addresses.
